‘on a 25% commission basis. (Com- 
missions from advertising sales 
are to be used by organizations 
and not for individuals.)

The balance of the town’s exterior 
trimmings will be repainted as 
soon as sufficient funds are avail- 
able for this purpose.

cured a petition, 
filled it with sig- 
natures and per- 
suaded him to 
run. They will

Winfield McCamy this week.

“When your friends insist on 
having you represent them in the 
municipality, I feel there is no 
alternative but to accept,” Morri- 
son declared. “It was a complete 
surprise to me.” 


One of First Ten 


Morrison moved to Greenbelt in 
October, 1937, and his family is 
one of the first ten totake residen- 
ce in this community. His service 
on the council and as mayor has 
made him a popular figure in 
town. For several years after his 
latest term on council, Morrison 
presided as Justice of the Peace 
in Greenbelt, until the job was 
withdrawn by the county com- 
missioners. He has four children, 
two of them now employed by the 
federal government. Morrison 
works for the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


Primary concern of the new 
council, Morrison stated, is the tax 
rate, “The tax rate could be re- 
duced way down. It is completely 
out of line. Everyone knows we 
have always had an inflated budg- 
et under federal ownership. Now 
that we own Greenbelt ourselves, 
the taxes should be reduced con- 
siderably,” Morrison asserted. 

Another subject dear to Morri- 
son’s heart is landscaping. Mor- 
rison urges that the city provide 
trees and shrubs for the defense 
homes and roadways. He hopes, 
if elected, to start a program of 
landscaping these areas with 
trees obtained ‘from surrounding 
woods. He says, “They can be got- 
ten free, with balls of earth and

The idea of merging all the incorporated suburban towns and 
unincorporated suburban areas of Prince Georges County into a 
single urban unit is being seriously studied by a committee of cit- 
izens appointed by the county commissioners as authorized by the 
state legislature . This idea has many influential backers, and will 
be an important topic of civic discussion during the next few 
months. Professional planners are at work on it. Meetings will 
be called in various neighborhoods to create fayorable sentiment. 
Some town officials will oppose it, fearing that their jobs will lose 
some of their local importance or be swallowed up or abolished.

Local pride and attachment to place names that have acquired 
pleasant associations will militate against the proposal. In the 
case of Greenbelt, the unique character of the town, its cooperative 
institutions, and its unusual recreational advantages will be cited as 
arguments against our joining the united city. A certain spirit 
of exclusiveness, as in the use of the swimming pool and lake area, 
has grown up although similar discrimination against Greenbelters 
in the use of other parks on the part of the authorities in charge 
of them would probably be resented. 


It so happens that city and county taxes in Greenbelt amount 
to double the taxes paid on property of comparable assessed value 
in another suburban “city” that adjoins the Dstrict of Columbia, 
and are the highest of any municipality in the metropolitan area. 
Services received may be worth the high cost, but again, some of; 
them may be unnecessarily duplicated or could be performed by the 
county. It is also true that the tax base here is almost exclusively 
residential and must therefore be subject to a higher rate. Shar- 
ing what we have with other citizens of Prince Georges County 
might. be worth while if we aslo shared their lower taxes. 


Although referred to as a “city”, the proposed new urban dis- 
trict would lack the true characteristics of a city and would re- 
main suburban in character, with several shopping areas but no
